Winning Attraction

Animals are an unbeatable at­ 
traction for youngsters and each year 
Spring Creek Farm lures thousands of 
visitors from all over the world. 
E arlier this week, Mendenhall 
Elementary School kindergarteners 
joined tourists from Spain, Japan and 
India at the farm just south of Plano 
on SH5. 
Louella Ingram, a resident on the 
70-acre property, conducts an average 
of eight tours a day—most of them 
school children. Many family groups 
also visit the farm with Metroplex 
residents bringing their foreign 
friends. 
Farm M anager 
Bill 
Haggard 
believes that a great many of the 
visitors are attracted by a huge 
billboard in Richardson on US 75 
southbound. Others learn about the 
farm during the hundreds of fair and 
rodeo appearances that are made 
each year. 
“We average two appearances a 
week,” he recounted. “Sometimes we 
do three parades a day at a fair. Once 
we did five in Oklahoma. 
“Our teams cover the entire south­ 
w est,” Haggard continued. “ The 
rodeo in Phoenix, Ariz., is our furthest 
show to date. It took us three days to 
haul the horses that far.” 
Six or seven men are needed to show 
all the horses with four normally 
handling the huge Belgian horses and 
two working with the ponies. 
The six-pony hitches pull a stage 
coach, fire wagon, miniature freight 
wagon or miniature calliope while the 
Belgians pull a 100-year-old restored 
freight wagon. 
The Belgians weigh 2,000 to 2,500 
pounds and stand more than 18 hands 
high (over six feet). In comparison, 
the Shetland ponies normally weigh 
about 400 pounds and stand just 40 
inches high 
A pair of matched quarter horses 
are also available to pull a 75-year-old 
French phaeton or a “surrey with a 
fringe on top.” These equipages are 
kept for special occasions. 
“The star of our tour is usually 
Speedy, a 
dapple grey Shetland 
pony,” Ingram noted. “ He stands 
very still for the children to stroke. 
Then when he is turned out in the 
pasture, he’ll put on a show for them, 
running to the other ponies. 
“We also bring out Noble, a 2165 
pound Belgian, for a closer look,” she 
added. “V/e call him the gentle giant, 
but we still keep the kids at a short 
distance. His feet are so huge, he 
might step on one by accident.” 
Six dalmations have free run of the 
place and are also big favorites with 
the youngsters. Jeb, who rides on the 
Belgian wagon at fairs, often offers to 
shake hands with a favored visitor. 
Ducks, geese, chickens, a rabbit, 
sheep, goats, a donkey and a mule are 
also kept at the farm, but normally 
the kids are too excited by the horses 


to give them more than a cursory 
glance. 
Reservations are needed for the 
tours, which are scheduled between IO 
a m. and 4 p.m. on weekdays, because 
of the heavy demand. The farm also 
welcomes family groups to look 
around on weekends, although no 


tours are given 
Free tours have been a feature of 
the farm which is run in conjunction 
with Owens Country Sausage since 
1965 Popularity brings its own price, 
however, Ingram often has to conduct 
a tour for foreign visitors with a 
postcard, gesturing at the highlights

Ride Helps Diabetes 


Funds Earned for Research 


A large crowd of bikers is expected 
to be on hand Sunday afternoon when 
the annual American Diabetes Assn. 
Bike-A-Thon gets underway at 2 p.m. 
at Town & Country Cleaners, located 
near the intersection of 15th St. and 
Jupiter Rd. 
The event will follow a 10-mile route 
which stretches from the east to the 
west side of Plano and back, with all 
participants expected to finish the 
course by 5 p.m. However, if it is 
raining at I p.m. or if the wind 
velocity is more than 30 mph, the ride 
will be postponed until the next good 
Sunday. 
Open to all bikers, age six and 
above, the ride is used to collect funds 
for the American Diabetes Assn. to 
aid in research. Diabetes is the third 
leading cause of death in the country. 
Entrants are to pick up sponsor 
sheets at the Burger King Restaurant, 
in major shopping centers, at Plano 
Schwinn, or at physicians’ offices. 


Then before the ride, each entrant is 
to find as many sponsors as possible 
willing to pledge a definite amount for 
every mile the entrant rides. 
On Sunday, the entrants check in 
early at the starting line and present 
their sponsor lists and amounts 
pledged. Riders under 18 years of age 
must also turn in a waiver signed by a 
parent or guardian. 
After the ride is completed, entrants 
then collect the donations from their 
sponsors and send the money to the 
association. 
The riders will travel from Jupiter 
and 15th St., south on Jupiter, west on 
Dallas North Parkway to Custer Rd., 
north to Westridge, east to Westwood, 
north to Janwood Dr., east to Alma 
Rd., south to Dallas North Parkway, 
then back to Jupiter Rd. and the finish 
line. Checkpoints will be established 
at Alma Rd. and Dallas North Park­ 
way, Westwood and Janwood, and 
Dallas North Parkway and Jupiter 


Rd. 
At the end of the ride, the entrants 
will receive a finished rider cer­ 
tificate, instructions for turning in 
sponsorship money, a return envelope 
and a certificate for a free Burger 
King Ice BrrGrr. 
All riders turning in from $15 to $25 
will receive a small soft drink a week 
for a year from Burger King, while 
those turning in from $25 to $50 will 
receive a hamburger a week for a 
year. For turning in from $50 to $75, a 
rider will receive a cheeseburger and 
small soft drink a week for a year, and 
those turning in $75 or more will 
receive a free Whopper and regular 
soft drink a week for a year. 
In addition to the general prizes, 
there are more than 20 grand prizes to

Meals, Recreation 
Offered to Elderly 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — It may cost 
motorists more to drive next year, but 
if they’re driving to their favorite 
fishing hole they may find fewer out- 
of-staters taking the catch. 
The Senate Thursday voted to raise 
the price of a vehicle inspection from 
$2 to $4. It also decided to raise the 
price of a nonresident fishing license 
trom $4.25 to $10.25. 
The vehicle inspection bill — which 
now goes to the House — is expected to 
bring the state $4.8 million in in­ 
creased revenues in 1978 and $5.1 
million in 1979. The state will get $1 of 
the $4 fee, compared to the present 50 
cents from each $2 fee. Under the new 
bill service stations and garages 
would keep $3. 
“Most of these garages perform 
these inspections at a loss,” said Sen. 
Peyton McKnight, D-Tyler. He said it 
cost garages $5 to $6 to issue the $2 
inspection stickers. 
“During the past year over 1,000 of 
these inspection 
stations have 
closed,” he said. 
The inspections will be expanded to 
cover brake and steering systems and 
wheel assemblies, instead of just the 
brakes, steering and wheels. 
The increase in the fishing license 
fee is expected to raise $263,592 a year 
from 
out-of-state 
fishermen. 
Non-residents will be allowed to 
purchase a five-day license for $4.25 
The Senate also voted to give the 
Railroad Commission jurisdiction 


over rates utility companies can 
charge farmers and ranchers for 
natural gas used to run irrigation 
pumps. 
Sen. Kent Hance, D-Lubbock, said 
farmers now have no recourse when 
gas companies increase rates but to 
pay or turn off their water pumps. 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - The House 
sponsor of a property tax reform bill 
says it is stuck in a Senate committee 
and probably won’t be acted on this 
year because he’s been “double- 
crossed.” 
“ I feel like I was doublecrossed. I 
feel like the House was double- 
crossed,” Rep. Wayne Peveto, D- 
Orange, said Thursday. “The bill is 
probably dead for the session.” 
Last week Peveto made an 
emotional personal privilege speech 
in which he vowed to block action on 
any non-controversial Senate bill 
sponsored by a senator who refused to 
give his property tax bill a fair 
hearing. 
Two hours later, however, Peveto 
withdrew the promise, saying he had 
talked to Lt. Gov. William Hobby and 


Senators refused to debate a bill to 
permit cities to hand their authority 
over natural gas rates to the Railroad 
Commission. 
Sen. Ron Clower, D-Garland, drew 
an 18-11 vote for the bill — two votes 
short of the two-thirds 
majority 
needed. 


several senators, including Sen. Tom 
Creighton, D-Mineral Wells, chair­ 
man of the 
Senate 
Economic 
Development Committee which now 
has Peveto’s bill. 
He said he was withdrawing his 
stalling action because he was con­ 
vinced he was taking the wrong tack. 
He contended Senate leaders had 
agreed to approve the property tax 
code if he would stop blocking their 
bills in the House. 
Hobby, who said he supported the 
tax code revision, said 'Hiursday he 
would ask Creighton to bring the bill 
out of committee if there were enough 
votes to bring it upon the Senate floor. 
Twenty-one senators, or two-thirds 
vote, are needed to bring the bill up 
and Hobby said it is short four or five 
votes.

Bill Stuck in Committee 


Plano’s Senior Citizens Program 
will be kicked off at 12:30 p.m. 
Monday when director Mrs. Lois 
Guyler opens the doors of the Com­ 
munity Building for hot meals, 
physical activities and entertainment. 
Designed for Plano area citizens 
who are 60 years of age and older, the 
program will run on a five-day-a-week 
basis, Monday through Friday, from 
12:30 to 4:30 p.m., with the exception 
of Thursday, when the hours of 
operation will be I to 5 p.m. 
No charge is made for the meals 
and recreation, however, guests who 
are under 60 years of age will be asked 
to pay a $1.25 fee if they plan to eat. 
The entertainment and recreation is 
free, though. 
“However, an envelope will be on 
each meal tray so that those who wish 
to make a contribution may do so,” 
Mrs. Guyler commented. “Some of 
the cost of the meals is provided by 
contributions. Our budget can’t bear 
the entire cost of the meals,” she 
added. 
Mrs. Guyler has a master of 
education degree from Pennsylvania 
State University, where she served as 
an instructor in continuing education. 
She also has taught in public school 
and in nursing homes, and most 
recently, headed an adult education 
program for senior citizens in Florida. 
Senior citizens wishing to attend the 
inaugural meal and activities is asked 
to make reservations Sunday af­ 


ternoon between 2 and 4 p.m. by 
calling 423-4506. 
Mrs. Guyler also pointed out the 
need for a large number of volunteers 
to aid in the program. Volunteer 
duties are broken into segments of 30 
and 90 minutes and four hours. 
“We will be happy to have your 
services for any amount of time which 
you have to give,” she said. “There is 
a desperate need for volunteers now.” 


Some of the services needed at this 
time, Mrs. Guyler explained, are 
greeting, registering, food service, 
table decoration, telephone help, 
activity and games leading, typing, 
transportation and cleanup. 
In addition, the program is in need 
of trash cans, a water cooler, two 
heavy-duty extension cords, a desk 
and a desk chair. Anyone wishing to 
donate these items is asked to call 423- 
4635. 


Future plans for the program in­ 
clude instruction in a variety of arts 
and crafts, field trips to places of 
interest, classes in diet and exercise, 
educational 
sem inars, 
and 
in­ 
formational sessions in such areas as 
Social 
Security, 
Medicare

The Plano Senior Citizens program 
is being developed through the efforts 
of the Collin County Committee on 
Aging, chaired by Dr. Don F. Ren- 
shaw Jr., pastor of Plano’s First 
United Methodist Church. 


Stress May Be 
Chief Heart 
Attack Cause 


HOUSTON (UPI) — A California 
cardiologist has reported on in­ 
creasing evidence that stressful 
behavior rather than high-fat diets, 
hypertension and smoking play the 
chief role in causing heart attacks. 
Dr. Ray H. Rosenman says the Type 
A person—a phrase he coined—is 
hard-driving, always in a hurry, never 
able to relax and constantly caught up 
in “a chronic incessant struggle to 
achieve more and more in less and 
less time.” 
“Many research groups are con­ 
firming the importance of the Type A 
behavior in both the rate or incidence 
of heart diseases and also as the main 
underlying 
factor 
in 
coronary 
atherosclerosis (hardening of the 
arteries),” Rosenman said. 
Rosenman, in an address Thursday 
before the Texas Medical Association, 
said little evidence has been provided 
to show modification of diet, high 
blood pressure, lack of exercise, 
smoking 
and- the like 
has 
any 
measureable effect on reducing heart 
disease.

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English Garden B o o k Wins Friends

Maureen Boland, 40 years a 
bookseller, was desperately 
ill. Sister Bridget suggested, 
to keep her occupied, that 
they collaborate on a book. 
How satisfying after years 
of selling them to have a 
bestseller of her own. 
“So we wrote ‘Old Wives’ 
Lore 
for 
G ard en ers,’” 
Bridget said in an interview. 
“ It is cheerful because it was 
intended to cheer Maureen. 
It is gentle, for that was the 
way 
she 
w as. 
The 
publishers, Bodley Head, 
w ere 
m arvelous. 
They 
rushed the galleys, and Mau­ 
reen was able to see her 


name on the cover two days 
before they took her to the 
hospital for the last time. 
“But she did not live long 
enough to see her book on top 
of the best-sellers list.” 
That was last year. An 
A m erican 
edition 
was 
recently 
published 
by 
Farrar, Straus and Giroux in 
New York City. 
The 64-page book sprang 
from the sisters’ own experi­ 
ence of small gardens in 
London. Their 20-foot-square 
plot in the heart of the city 
became locally famous when 
they installed ironwork and 
arran g ed 
three 
larg e 
m irrors in such a way that, 
looking from the house, the

garden appeared to lead into 
the distance through three 
archways. 
Miss Boland said she has 
had letters from all over the 
world 
about 
the 
book, 
especially from the United 
States. She finds this par­ 
ticularly pleasing because 
the idea of writing about 
gardens sprang partly from 
a belief American tourists 
might want to take it home 
or send some to friends. 
They seem to have done so 
by the thousands. 
“ I had one touching letter 
from a woman in the United 


States, who read the book, 
and who said she didn't know 
whether I was protected by 
health insurance but 
she 
would like to help with the 
expenses 
of 
M aureen's 
illness,” Miss Boland said. 
“ I d never met or heard of 
the woman in my life.” 
E ventually, the sisters 
moved to a house with three 
acres 
near 
Liphock 
in 
Hampshire and were able to 
give a real garden serious 
attention. When they came 
to write the book they found 
that most of the old wives’ 
tales about gardening had a 


good deal of practical truth 
embedded in the supersti­ 
tions 
For example: 
A clove of garlic alongside 
the roses did 
keep off 
greenfly. 
Sowing seed during the 
waxing moon did take ad­ 
vantage of the lunar rhyth­ 
ms. 
Mothballs in pear trees did 
banish leaf curl. 
Superstition said 
plants 
near 
m arigolds 
would 
prosper. Marigolds do kill 
nematodes and whitefly. 
Stamp on any insect that 


moves slowly, ran another 
old wives' tale Fast movers 
are on their way to kill 
something else. 
For Bridget Boland, the 
gardening book was a new 
subject 
but 
not 
an 
in­ 
troduction to writing. Her 
first published work was a 
novel She is known today as 
a distinguished playwright 
and screen w riter whose 
cred its 
include 
“ The 
Prisoner,” one of Britain’s 
m ost 
powerful 
postw ar 
theatrical hits and a starring 
vehicle for Sir Alec Guin­ 
ness. She wrote the screen­ 


play for Dmo de Laurentis's 
“ War and Peace.' 
Miss Boland said she is 
now completing a sequel to 
“ Old Wives” on magic in 
gardening 
While the first 
garden book 
was 
mostly 
rooted in experience, the 
tales of magic in gardening 
are less practical although, 
she 
said, 
equally 
fascinating 
One example is chewing 
the weed, ratbane, to fight 
inflammation of the mouth 
and gums The chewing had 
to 
be 
accom panied 
by 
reciting the Lord’s Prayer 
backwards, the story goes. 
“That recital takes a bit of 
thought,” said Miss Boland. 


“so. while the sufferer was 
thinking of the words he was 
keeping the ratbane in his 
mouth long enough for it to 
have an effect.”

Exotic Seeds For Sale Here 
Several Companies Offer Imported Goods

French-born 
Raymond 
Saufroy sold out his interest 
in a successful New- York 
City restaurant to operate 
his 
own 
greenhouse 
specializing 
in 
French 
vegetable and fruit seeds 
and plants, first in New 
Jersey, now in Vermont 
Another Frenchman. J A. 
Demonchaux. sells French 
seeds and imported foods 
and cookbooks by mail from 
his company in Topeka, Ran. 
E le c tr ic a l 
e n g in e e rs 
David Tsang and William S. 
Sher are partners with Denis 
Ma in a San Carlos. Calif., 
company that imports and 
sells 
oriental 
vegetable 
seeds, 
m any 
from 
the 
Peoples Republic of China. 
All of them say business is 
thriving 
as 
A mericans 
d e v e l o p 
a p p e t i t e s 
sim ultaneously 
for 
g a r­ 
dening and foreign cookery. 
The Chinese seed im ­ 


porters established their 
company three years ago for 
mail orders only. This year, 
their seeds a re also in 
discount stores, nurseries, 
farm and garden centers, 
superm arkets 
and 
gift 
shops. The two moonlighting 
partners hope the business 
eventually will permit them 
to give up their engineering 
careers. 
In a telephone interview, 
Sher said seed sales last 
year were 
seven 
times 
greater than in 1975. 
Their 
seed 
envelopes 
picture mature vegetables in 
color and offer cooking tips. 
The vegetables range from 
reasonably familiar Chinese 
cabbage and snow or sugar 
peas to red-leaved Chinese 
spinach, yardlong beans, 
pak choi — a flowering loose- 
leaf cabbage — and Chinese 
okra that looks like six-to- 
eight-inch-long okra pods but 
really is a variety of gourd. 
Although the seed en­ 


velopes don't tell you, Sher 
recommends starting seeds 
indoors in flats for the leafy 
greens, snow peas, yard-long 
beans, 
bitter and 
winter 
melons and fuzzy gourds. 
“Some people grow snow 
peas in planters on a sunny 
balcony,” he said. “ Most of 
the other vegetables take too 
much space for this.

Dear Doc: We’re new to 
the south and have bought a 
home with a St. Augustine 
lawn. This spring ifs been 
very slow to green up. Is this 
true every year? What would 
be a good replacement? We 
were told the St. Augustine 
was planted because of the 
heavy shade we have.

Most yea s it’s a good lawn 
grass 
where 
minimum 
tem p eratu res don't drop 
below 10F. Bermudagrass is 
the 
most 
common 
replacement, but certainly 
not in heavy shade. 
Dear Doc: Now that the 
strawberries we planted 14 
months ago have finished 
producing what do we do? 
Can they be replanted with 
more space? 


Best solution is to plant a 
new bed of strawberries 
every 
F ebru ary. 
Keep 
blossoms picked off the first 
spring, then allow them to 
fruit the second year (14-15 
months after planting). Once 
they’ve finished bearing dig 
them out and discard them 
Disease problems quickly 
accumulate and soon your 
plants won’t justify the 
space they require. You’ll 


also want to move your 
strawberry sites around in 
your garden—don’t replant 
in the same location within 3- 
4 years. 
Dear Doc: Will paper 
birch grow here? 
They’re fairly adapted to 
East Texas, but they run into 
problems in our hot, dry 
climate. 
Dear Doc: What are the 
dusty little circles on the 
leaves of our goldspot? Is it a 
mold? Should we spray? 
That’s powdery mildew', 
one of the two good reasons 
for not growing goldspot or 
the other shrub varieties of 
euonymus (scale insects 
being the other). Spray the 
mildew with Acti-dione pm, 
Karathane or benomyl. 
Dear Doc: What’s the best 
tim e to dig and divide 
liriope? 
Try it right now. It will 
quickly recover and start 
growing. 
Dear Doc: Do we pinch 


any suckers off tomatoes in 
our cylindrical wire cages? 
No, let them develop. Not 
only will they eventually 
bear flowers and fruit, but 
also 
th ey ’ll 
shade 
the 
ripening tomatoes. 
Dear 
Doc: 
Is 
fatsia 
reliably hardy? 
Yes. Most came through 
even this winter with flying 
colors. Just give it shade in 
the summer. 
Dear Doc: Our lawn was 
nearly devasted by 
grub 
worms this winter. We still 
find a bunch in the soil. 
Should we treat? 
No Wait ‘til early August. 
Those you have now won’t do 
much more damage before 
they pupate to adult June 
bugs.

For Shady Spots 
Try Colorful Flowers

Last week I suggested 


some ideas for the sunny an­ 
nual flower garden — what 
varieties are the most reli­ 
able and satisfying, and how 
to combine some of them for 
interesting displays of color. 
But in most of our gardens 


there are shady spots which 
we would also like to brighten 
with patches of color. Pro­ 
vided the shade is not too 


dense or lacking in moisture, 
these spots can be beautified 
with wax begonias, impatiens 
and coleus. 
In fact wax begonias can be 


used in sunny gardens, but 
they also do well in partial 
shade. Where the-summers 
are scorching hot, of course 
light shade is a better choice 
of location for them. 
There is a number of 


choices of wax begonias, 
from 
multiflowered 
and 


large-flowered ones to green-

leafed and bronze-leafed 
types. They grow from IO to 
18 inches. They need a rather 
moist environment, and like a 
bit of peat in their soil. Be­ 
gonias come in red, pink, 
white and bicolors. 
Impatiens, also called pa­ 
tience plant, are bushy and 
compact, like the wax be­ 
gonia, and come in lovely 
shades of pink, orange, scar­ 
let, purple and bicolors. Most 
grow six to 15 inches tall, and 
IO to 24 inches across. They 
like a soil condition similar to 
begonias, and so make good 
planting companions for 
them. 
Coleus, 
a 
well-known 


foliage plant, has been great­ 
ly improved in recent years. 
Now the foliage comes in a 
brilliant range of colors, in­ 
cluding pink, red, yellow, 
lime green and orange. Some 
are streaked or blotched with 
several colors. Others are 
fringed with contrasting edg­ 
ing color. If the lead shoot is 
pinched off to encourage 
branching, a coleus will 
spread 18 inches or more 
across. 
For light shade and poor 


soil conditions a word must 
be said for the common nas­ 
turtium. A very ordinary 
plant, they tend to be over­ 
looked though they have a lot 
going for them in the eyes of 
an observant backyard gar­ 
dener. 
For one thing, you can be 


very nasty to nasturtiums 
and they will thrive for you. 
No need to fertilize or water 
much — in fact, the less you 
do for them the better they 
will bloom. 


You can chop up their 


young leaves into salads, and 
pickle their seeds (picked off 
the plants, please, not taken 
out of the seed package) for 
fake, inexpensive capers. 
Dwarf varieties make won­ 
derful edgings, and trailing 
varieties are excellent for 
covering trellises, stumps, 
rocks and fences in a most 
decorative manner. 
Nasturtiums are fragrant, 


and make lovely bouquets of 
cut flowers. In all, the nastur­ 
tium is excellent for the be­ 
ginning or forgetful garden­ 
er. 


These shade-tolerant plants 


can be combined in many dif­ 
ferent ways. In a shady 
corner, for example, either 
semidwarf impatiens or wax 
begonias could serve as a 
border for a background of 
coleus. A bed or border of im­ 
patiens can be edged round 
the sides with wax begonias 
of a contrasting color.

D EAR PO LLY — Can you tell me how to get rid of 
silverfish? Is there anything that would attract them to 
one spot so it would be easier to exterm inate them? At 
present they pop out first one place and then another — 
bathroom, living room, kitchen, etc. — M.A.C. 
DEAR M.A.C. — From what I have been able to learn, 
silverfish hide during the day, unless the object behind 
which they are hiding is moved. They move quickly and 
are hard to catch. An infestation of them can play havoc 
with many household items particularly papers or 
fabrics that contain sizing and foods that have starch or 
sugar in them. Spray the places where they have been 
seen and around the water pipes with a household insec­ 
ticide and then dust on pyrethrum powder. Good luck! —
